Not only did Governor La Foli- 
ette carry the state but he also appears to have carried the city of Milwau- 
kee by about five thousand. 


RUNS 
BEHIND COUNTY TICKETS 
While the Governor was elected by a forty thousand plurality he ran 


behind tho rest of the ticket In many of the counties. 
Ten of the elev-. 


en congressmenwere elect d, Froehllch being the only one defeated nnd his 
district was known to bo a strong democratic one. 
The legislature is 


overwhelmingly republican nnd so is the senate. 
The one surprise of the 


election from a republican standpoint is the defeat of A. M. (Long) Jonea 
of Waukesha. 
Senator Jones was the conservative who had

and very recently came out for him and for the primary election bill pro- 
posed by him.

It Ic a grand work into which 
our nation has entered and ills all the 
more noble because, up to the present 
•time, politics and sectional strife have 
not entered into It.
